Interest Payments, No!!! 


Wasatch County does need a 
new library. When it is built, no 
family will use it more than mine. 

If the figures are accurate the 
library will cost the average 
homeowner approximately $.80 
per month. At that figure, which 
seems so reasonable, why extend 
the payments out for 15 years and 
pay so much-interest? 

Assuming a $990,000 bond at 15 
years and at 16% interest (a fair 
assumption) the interest on our 
library will be more than the 
actual bond. After 15 years we 
will pay more than one million six 
hundred thousand dollars ($1,600, 
000.00) in interest on a $990,000. 
00 bond. Back in the 60’s 
governments didn’t pay the 
banker nearly so much in interest 
because it was probably less than 
half that figure for a similar

and help it to cost one million 
dollars less. 

While $12.00 per year per 
household for seven years seems 
reasonable, - just consider the 
beauty of knowing the library 
could be paid-off in one year just 
by the average household’s 
contribution of $5.00 per month! 
In such a case, county fundraisers 
could offset the tab. The interest 
on paying off the library in one 
year would only be $88,000 versus 
the $1,600,000.00 the county now 
proposes. None of the $1,600,000. 
00 goes anywhere but out-of-state 
to large Eastern banks. 


Proponents of long-term bond- 
ing now often use the excuse that
